Rea 3 Dcreas the Kings moſt excellent Pajeſty, by His Pꝛoclamation dated the Nineteenth

day of November, 1661. in the Thirteenth year of His Pajeſties Reign (amongſt other 
3 matters therein containeo fo? the better diſcovery of any Imbezlements of His Daje- 
„ tliies Stoꝛes and Pꝛoviſions of War, and to the end the Receivers of ſuch Stoln 
Goods might not pꝛetend ignoꝛance) was pleaſed to Command, Publiſh and Declare. 
That all the Ropemakers who ſhould thereafter wozk in His Pajeſties Pards, o: 
VE ſhould elſewhere make any ſoꝛt of Coꝛdage fo2 the uſe of His Majeſties Navy, ſhould 


of the larger ſoꝛt, ſhould be wꝛought with one ſmall hair⸗ line though every ſtrand 


thereof; all Coyls of ſmaller Coꝛdage ſhould have two ſtrands compoſed of even thzeads, and the other 


ſhould have one odd thzead: As alſo, that on all other Stozes, where it may be done without p2ejudice to the 
la!idSt02es, oꝛ charge to is Pajeſty, as Nails, Spikes, and other the like Stozes, that the Bzoad Ar- 
row ſhould be put on ſome part of the ſame, whether by Stamp, Bzand, oꝛ other way, as ſhould be particu- 
larly directed by the pꝛintipal Officers and Commiſſioners of His Majeſties Naby, to whom the care 
thereof was committed. And whereas ſince the publiſhing of His Majeſties ſaid Pꝛoclamation, it appears 


by experience, that the way of making Coꝛdage as befoze appointed, is not only chargeable to His Pajeſty, 


but alſo inconvenient in the wozking of the Cozdage; and that way of marking the Nails and Spikes doth 
not fully anſwer the end to which the ſame were intended; His Majeſty thereof is pleaſed further hereby 
to Command, Publiſh. and Declare, That from hencefo2ward all the Ropemakers who ſhall work in His 
Þajelties Pards, oꝛ ſhall elſewohere make any ſozt of Coꝛdage foꝛ the uſeof Vis Majeſtieg Navy, ſhall make

make the ſame in manner following ( viz. ) All Cables, Hawſers, and other Coꝛdage 


the ſame as is hereafter mentioned, viz. all the Codageofthzee Inthes and upwards, ſhall (inſtead of be⸗ 
ing to20ught with one ſmall hair-line thzoughevery ſtrand thereof,as afoze o2dered)be w2ought with a white 
thꝛead laid the contrary way, and the ſmaller Cozdage, viz. fromthzee Ynches downwards ſhall ( inctead 
of having two ſtrands compoſedofeven thzeads, and the third to habe one odd thzead as was betoze appoint- 
ed) be w2ought with a twyne in lieu of a white thzead to be laid the contrary ways, as afoꝛeſaid. And His 
Majeſty doth further Command; That all the Nails and Spikes which ſhall hereafter be made foꝛ is Ha⸗ 
jelties ule (beſides the Bzoad Arrow appointed to be ſet on them as atfozeſaid) ſhall be w2ought on the 
heads with five ſtroaks, viz. four on the ſides, as is accuſtomary, and one larger then the reſt on the top 
thereof. And his Majeſty doth hereby foꝛbid all Artificers o2 Wozkmen whatever to make any Coꝛdage, 
Nails, 02 Spikes ſo marked, except foꝛ the uſeof His Majeſties Navy: And doth likewiſe hereby Com- 
mand all His Pajeſties loving Subjects, That they foꝛbear to buy oꝛ receive from any perſon whatſoever, 
any Coꝛdage, Spikes, oz Nails marked as afozeſaid, without particular oꝛder and leabe from the pꝛintipal 
Officers and Commiſſioners of His Majeſties Nabp, upon pain of being pꝛoteeded againſt as Receivers 
of Stoln Goods, and as Imbezlers of bis Majeſties Stozes. And fo2 the better and moze certain 
publiſhing the Barks ofthe Spikes and Nails, as afozeſaid, Mis Pajeſty doth hereby enjoyn the pꝛintipal 
Officers and Commiſſioners of Mis Pajeſties Navy, with all convenient ſpeed to cauſe Patterns of them 
to be ſent to Shipwꝛights and Jronmongers-Hall reſpettidelp, there to remain foꝛ the Pnfozmation of 
ſuch as are concernedin the knowledge thereof, And it is His Majeſties will and pleaſure further to Com- 
mand and Declare, That His Majeſties afozementioned pꝛotlamation of the Nineteenth of November, 1661. 
ſhall, as toall other matters and things therein contained, excepting what is hereby thought fit to be alter- 
ed, ſtand and abide in full foꝛte and vertue to all intents and purpoſes.
